FRANK ZITO and his wife, LENA SGRO ZITO, were 
married according to the records of the Sangamon County 
Court, Springfield, Illinois, on Noveraber 22, 1924 and 
reside at 1801 Illini Road in Springfield. This house 
was originally constructed at a cost of approximately 
157,000.00 and is currently valued in excess of $60,000. v 

ZITO and his wife háve no children. 

According to the records maintained by the Clerk 
of the United States District Court, Southern District of 
Illinois, Springfield, Illinois, ZITO filed a declaration 
íbr naturalization on June 28, 1929, following which no 
action was taken on this declaration until a petition tor 
naturalization was filed on October 24, 1944* This 
petition Number 4750 reflected that ZITO then resided 
1729 West Ash Street in Springfield, Illinois; gave his 
occupation as being in the oil business and reflected that 
he was bóra February 21}., 1893 at San Guiseppe, Italy. His 
wife was listed as ANTONIA WINFRED, whora he married on 
November 22, 1921}. at Springfield, Illinois. This petition

Efforts to determine the discrepancies in the 
name of ZIT0's wife as appearing in the petition for 
naturalization and as appearing on bis marriage certificate 
háve been unsuccessful. It is asmtmed, however, that 
ANTONIA WINFRED and LENA are one and the same individual. 

The records of the Clerk, United States District 
Court further reflect that ZITO was granted a certificate 
of citizenship Number 6128601 on Sfepfcsžib^rll* 1945* 

ZITO and his wife maintain two autoiaobiles at 
their home; one a 1953 black 4-door Ford Sedan bearing 
1958 Illinois License 27030 and a 1957 4“door two-tonw 
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green Oldsmobile, bearing 1958 Illinois License 27050. 

The records of the Motor Vehicle Bureau, CentenniaJ. 
Building, Springfield, Illinois, reflected that Illinois 
License 27030 was issued to FRANK Z ID on a 1957 lj.-door 
Oldsmobile bearing MN A106125. According to the records 
of the Motor Vehicle Bureau these license numbers háve been 
utilized by LENA and FRANK ZITO for several years. 

The records of the Driver’s License Bureau for 
the State of Illinois, Springfield, Illinois, reflect that 
Illinois Driver*s License Number A-82-775 was issued to 
FRANK ZITO on September 15, 1955* and that Illinois Driver*s 
License Number A 82776 was issued to Mrs. FRANK ZITO on 
the same dáte and both of these licenses will expire on 
September 13, 1958. 

ZITO has been known to the Springfield Division 
since approximately 19ÍJ.1 when an investigation was conducted 
concerning his application for executive clemency which 
was filed following his conviction and sentence in 1931 for 
violation of the Internal Revenue Laws. 

In 1941 ZITO was interviewed by an Agent of the 
Springfield Division at which time he furnishedihe following 
Information: ' 

He claimed to háve been born on February 24 , 1893» 
at San Jose, Italy, and came to the United States with his 
parents in September, 1910. According to ZITO he first 
went to Šelma, Alabama, where he lived for approximately 
two years working in the coal mineš and where his brother 
SAM ZITO was also working. In 1912 ZITO claimed he went 
to Benia, Illinois, where he remained for approximately 
six years and while in Benld he worked as a coal miner. 

In 1919 he claimed he came to Springfield, 

Illinois, where he began operating a local peddling business 
which he operated for some time and then operated a soft 
drink parlor in Springfield which he operated until 192l|. 
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In 1924 he raarried LENA SGRO, whose parents set hira up 
in the Wholesale food business, which business he 
operated until the day he was convicted for a violation 
of the National Prohibition Act. 

During this interview ZITO stated both of his 
parents are deceased; that he had three brothers and three 
sisters, all living at San Guiseppe, Italy and that he had 
three brothers in the United States,* SAM and TONY residing 
in Springfield and JQE residing in Rockford, Illinois. 

In 19^0 a request for an ascertaining finaneial 
ability investigation was made by the United States Attornpy‘s 
Office in Springfield in view of the faet that ZITO owed 
the Pederal Government $9»0f>0, the balance of a f 10,000 
fine following his conviction in 1931* During the course 
of this investigation it was determined and reported Tb^s 
Souže ©Stello acquaintedcwith ZITO; that he was regarded 
tó be the "Kingpin" of the rackets in Springfield and 
Sangamon County, Illinois, and that his interests ineluded 
gambling, bootlegging, prostitution, oil interest, taxi cabs 
and renta! property.

The records of the Clerk of the United States 
District Court, Springfield, Illinois, Docket #1718* were 
reviewed and reflected that ZITO, along with several other 
defendants, was indicted on January 23, 1930, for a violation 
of the National Prohibition Act and that on January 27, 1930, 
a bench warrant was issued and on March 7, 1931 , ke was 
convicted for a violation of the National Prohibition Act 
and on April A, 1931, he was sentenced to two years and 
fined $10,000.00 and costs. The record reflects that on 
February o, 19Í+6, $1,000.00 was paid on this fine, leaving 
a balance of $9,050.00. The fine remained unpaid until 
December 6, 1957, when a cashier*s check in the amount of 
$9,050.00 was turned over to the Clerk of the United States 
District Court by ZITO f s attorney, ROBERT 0. HECKENKAMP, 
formerly Assistant United States Attorney for the Southern 
District of Illinois, at Springfield, Illinois.

It has been determined that while ZITO was in 
the New York area he stayed at the Airport Motel, located 
in Newark, New Jersey which is owned and operated by 
ANTHONY RIEEA, who was also present at the same meeting. 
RI3ELA has been identified as having been in the Springfield 
andaBenld, Illinois, area as latě as 1930 and was allegédd 
to háve stayed at the home of LEO'' CIACG0, who was an 
associate of ZITO at Springfield. 
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While in the New York area, he was subpoenaed to 
appear before the Tioga County Grand Jury settlng at 
Owego. 

After ZITO appeare^ before this Grand Jury on 
January 28 and 31, 1958, refusěádto te3tify and again 
took cover under the Fifth Amendraent and was brought before 
the county judge at Owego. ZITO faces contempt charges 
and ls currently on $5,000 bond to answer these charges in 
the Tioga County Court. He was scheduled to appear before 
this court on February 24, 1958; however, he suffeřed 
what was described as a heart attack and his čase has 
been continued based upon his inability to appear bedause 
of his physical condition.

He denied that at anytime during his as soci a- 
tion and partnership with ZITO or during his acquaintance with 
him was he awaré of any illegal activities of ZITO. RÁNO sald 
that he had never engaged in gambling or similar activities in 
the tavern aside frora a period prior to 1948, for a time when 
he sold a few baseball tickets. from the tavern. He declAred 
that ZITO had never suggested the tavern be ušed for hcjse book 
gambling or any similar řacket type activities. 

RÁNO concluded that.because of the help he obtained 
from ZITO in buying the tavern and because of his personál 
regard for ZITO he considers him a very fine individual.

It is noted tbat in 
previous contacts witb ZITO and based on Information from 
sources of the Springfield Office ZITO apparently bas an 
adequate eommand of tbe English language, although he does 
speak with a marked accent. He, hewever, bas been living 
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in the TJnitéd Stát® sinee 1910, and there never has been any 
indication In the recent past that he has been unable to con- 
duct his business because of lnadequate command of the English 
language.

On November 22, 1957, the records of the Clerk of 
the U. 8. District Court, Springfield, Illinois , Docket # 1718, 
mere reviewed and reflected that ZITO, along with several other 
defendants, was indicted on January 23, 1930, for a violation 
of the National Prohibition Act and that on January 27, 1930, 
a bench warrant was issued and on March 7, 1931, he was 
convicted for a violation of the National Prohibition Act and on 
April 4, 1931, he was sentenced to two years and fined 
$10,000.00 and costs.

FITZGERALD, 
in his letter, stated that when ZITO filed his petition for 
naturalisation he neglected to statě in his application that he 
had been arrested in 1916 in Benld, Illinois, on an indietment 
for murder, returned at Carlinville. This indietment was never 
pro secuted and has been di smi ssed, according to this letter, 

Again in June, 1937, he was arrested in Sangamon County upon 
an information filed by the State 1 s Attorney concerning a supposed 
gambling operation sometime before. Mr. FITZ&ERALD, in the 
letter, stated that the charge in the County Court of 
Sangamon County was never proseeuted against him and has been 
dismissed and that his failure to give information about tle se 
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charges was in w way prompted by an attempt to dscsive the 
Department or withhold any Information. 

The filé reflected that ZITO was absent from the 
United States, having left New York City on September 22, 1932, 
on the S. S. Augustus and returned on February 2, 1933, on 
the S. S. Yolcanic. The purpose of this trip was to visit his 
mother in Italy. His occupation was notěd to be "self-employed n . 
Tt was wbed that he was employed by the Yellow and Checker 
Čítb Companies, Springfield, Illinois, from 1929 to 1930 and 1942.
